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This is a decision on the papers filed 09 June 2006 which are treated as a 
renewed petition under 37 CFR 1 .47(a). 



On 1 1 April 2006, a decision dismissing applicant's petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) was mailed. Petitioners were given two-months to respond. 

On 09 June 2006, applicants filed the subject response which was accompanied 
by a declaration executed by the nonsigning inventor, Thomas R. Katan. 



The 37 CFR 1 .47(a) applicants responded to the 23 June 2005 decision by 
providing a declaration executed by the nonsigning joint inventor. However, a review of 
the declaration shows that it is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497(a)(3). 

The declaration signed by Mr. Katan is defective in that it lists only one inventor 
while the international publication ("WO 2004/008873") shows that there are three 
inventors for PCT/US2003/022844. 

The declaration signed by each inventor must list the proper inventive entity.
